EUROPE has been over-run with Blood for.a- 
bove 20 Years; the little interval of Jmperfed Peace 
we formerly enjoy’d, was fcarce felt, when the Drums 
beat up for Soldiers to renew the War: One would 
think, the very length of the time fhould have made 
Peace welcome, but it comes with fo much Difcon- 
tent, fuch Feuds, fuch Heats, and fuch Divifions of 
Parties among us, that whatever the rett of theWorld 
may do, WE are fure'to have no Peace at Home, 
nor the Benefit of the Peace Abroad. 

We talk much of the Proteftant Succeflion, and 
many People who have in themfelves little Affection 
to it, make a great noife to have it be the Shiboleth of 
their Party, asif none could be for the Proteftant. 
Succeffion, but thofé who diltinguifh’d themfelves 
by keeping up, and keeping open our Breaches and 
Divifons ; Sut let fuch People remember, it is Union
